My Fellow-Citizens: I haven't come 
here to make you a speech. I have simply 
céme to do my duty as a citizen of the 
mighty City of Chicago. 

Two years ago I had occasion to deal 
with these so-called bills, then presented in 
a little different form, but embodying most 
of the principles, especially those that are 
obnoxious. I felt then that they were de- 
structive of republican government; I felt 
that they were obnoxious to free institu- 
tions; I felt that they ought not to become 
laws. I exercised the prerogative given the 
Executive by the Constitution and defeated 
them. [Applause.] And I only wish now to 
say that I hold the same views now that I 


“Having acted upon these measures in 
an official capacity, I feel that it will not be 
expected of me that I should at this time 
attempt to justify my acts. I want to remind 
you, gentlemen, that this is rather a cul- 
mination: it is bringing to a head conditions 
that have existed for many years. 

Tells of Boodle’s Power. 

I want to remind you that for years now it 
has been almost an impossibility to get any 
measure passed by the Legislature of Iili- 
nois unless it is backed by tremendous in- 
fluence or by boodle. [Appiause.]

“The time has long gone by when legis- 
lators wait quietly in their rooms to be ap- 
proached, They have developed along a line 
to a point where they organize and go out 
upon the highways of the State and see 
where there is something that they may de- 
vour. And I wish to say to you that your 
protests will amount to nothing unless you 
can give your movement some tangible form 
that will make the beodle element of the 
Legislature respect you. [Applause.] 

“You need not bother with the honest 
element of the Legislature.

brute force. 

“T do not believe in capital punishment on 
general principles, but I want to say to you 
that if those enthusiastic gentlemen who 
recently talked about lampposts should carry 
their measures into execution it would have 
more effect at Springfield than.a million 
bills.

Tou can stop these measures. These 
men are cowardly. Just make them feel 
that the people of their districts are watch- 
ing them this time, that there is an organiza- 
tion there to watch them, and that will end 
this fight. [Applause.]

“There is involved the question whether 
in America we have reached that stage 
where legislation is a matter of common 
barter [applause], and unless you can ar- 
rest those conditions your action is futile.

“Spend a while in Springfield; get on con- 
fidential terms with a number of the gentle- 
men there. You will find many of the sc- 
called boodlers are personally good fellows, 
genial fellows, in other respects pretty zood 
citizens; and they talk with the utmost free- 
dom about. these conditions.

We propose to tell the men who acknowl- 
edged the mastery of men that have deprived 
us of our politica! liberties year in and year 
out—we propose to tell those men that, 
slaves that they are, there are three or four 
men here in Cook County to dominate them 
to the benefit of their own pocket, to the un- 
doing of the public—elaves as they are, those 
men, they are our servants. [{Applause.] 

We do not propose to request them not to 
pass those bills. We propose to warn them, 
to warn them, at peril of all that they hold 
dear in life, or in life to come. We warn 
them. {Laughter and applause.] 

Says These Men Are Cowards.

They have kept all the profits ex- 
cept a few dollars of paltry license fees that 
altogether are less than the yellow dog curs 
of Chicago pay. I[Laughter.] This is an 
actual literary fact. 

“If the Chicago City railway paid at the 
same rate the holders of real property paid 
down on the South Side their taxes would 
amount to $298,000, nearly $300,000. Their 
taxes alone, mind you, would amount to 
that. They are now paying only $134,000 in 
taxes, but if they paid taxes at the same rate 
that the rest of the people on the South Side 
paid they would pay twice as much as they 
actually pay in taxes, and they would pay 
$32,000 more than all of the payments that 
they make to the eity, county, and State 
on any account whatsoever. Now, how do 
you like that?“ 

Toudches Up Yerkes’ Roads. 

Now, without going into the same detail 
in the case of Mr. Yerkes’ companies, it is 
needless to say that Mr. Yerkes goes the 
City railway company one better. [Laugh- 
ter.] The percentage of assessment to the 
true value in the case of the West Chicago 
is 8 16-100 per cent, as against what we have 
to pay and what others have to pay on the 
West Side, which runs all the way up from 
9 to 11 per cent. 

“On the North Side, its pet company, the 
percentage assessment to market value 
there, to the actual value of the securities 
representing the entire property, is less than 
2 per cent. It is 1 67-100 per cent. The per- 
centage of the total to gross receipts is 
41-10 per cent. 

Figures for Three Roads. 

Now, just let me give you tbe total as to 
all three of these roads. Those are the prin- 
cipal roads. The total payment 
amounted to $567,678, the total . pay- 
ment, mid you, for taxes, for license 
fees, for extra payments on account of via- 
ducts, om accoum of electric Sights, their 
total payment on every account whatsoever 
were $567,678. The taxes alone for the rail- 
roads, taxed at the same rate as Chicago 
business. property, the taxes alone would 
amount to $877,000, over $300,000, the taxes 
alone, mind you, would exceed by over $300,- 
000 all of the payments that they make on 
every account whatsoever if they paid their 
taxes upon the same basis that you and I.

Mr. Nelson Morris we have the pleas- 
ure of knowing, but Mr. T. C. Eastman was 
of New York. Those three gentlemen had 
an arrangement by which, as found by that 
committee, they received $15 on évery car 
load of cattle shipped from the West 10 
New York, no matter by whom shipped, 
whether they shipped it or had anything to 
do with it or not. Clever business. The 
commission later on was reduced to 810. I 
am reading the exact words of the report 
of the committee.

“That arrangement was declared by that 
committee to have been most iniquitous; one 
of the most iniquitous arrangements ever 
concocted for the purpose of diverting busi- 
ness from one road to another, for the pur- 
pose of building up one shipper at the ex- 
pense of another, for the purpose of inter- 
rupting and checking those legitimate forces 
of competition to which every merchant is 
fairly entitled in the prosecution of his busi- 
ness alongside of a rival. 

Finds “Allerton, 8. W.“ 


In the index to the report of the testi- 
mony, under the name of ‘ Allerton, 8. W.“

A judicial convention will be held by the 
Democrats on Saturday in North Side Tur- 
ner Hall to nominate candidates for the Cir- 
cuit bench.

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THE HUMPHREY BOODLE MENACE TO 


THE ENTIRE STATE. 

There were twelve Senators from Cook 
County who voted for the Humphrey 
boodle bills, but there were seventeen Sen- 
ators from outside of Cook County, rep- 
resenting districts reaching to the southern 
sections of the State, who helped to pass the 
bad measures. What is the reason that so 
heavy a vote was given to these indefensible 
hills by the country Senators? This 
action cannot be attributed to any natural 
affection on the part of the Senators 
throughout the State for Yerkes & Co. or 
Cook County corporations, It cannot be 
ascribed to any natural disposition to follow 
the lead of a majority of the Cook County 
representation in the Senate, because in 
many instances the country Sénators have 
gone to considerable trouble to vote exactly 
contrary to the wishes of their associates 
from Cook. Nor is it fair to ascribe the ac- 
ion wholly to the persuasive power of the 
“boodle arguments being advanced by the 
Chieago corporations which are seeking to 
prolong their franchises for fifty years with 
the consent of the Chicago authorities, 
There must have been some other cause of 
general application in addition to bribery 
by the Chicago street railways, spreading 
its influence all over the State; and by look - 
ing closely at the propositions contained in 
the two bills that cause becomes apparent. 
It is that the Humphrey boodle legislation 
is made to apply to all existing street rail - 
Way companies in Illinois without regard to 
Jocation. It. will affect not only Chicago, 
but every city and town where a street rail- 
way is running or will be in operation by 
September, when it is proposed these laws 
hall take effect. Every such road will 
have its franchise extended for fifty years 
without the consent of the civic authorities 
who granted their present charters for twen- 
ty years, and it will be empowered to charge 
a fare of five cents for the entire period in 
defiance of the people and City Councils 
of the various places. These extortions and 
wrongs cannot be interfered with by the 
local authorities in any place, nor are the 
docal authorities to be given any voice in 
this extension of contract and privileges. 
„There are in round numbers perhaps 100 
of these street railway companies in Illinois 
outside of Chicago and their number has 
been increasing rapidly in the last year or 
two because of the utilization of electric 
power by the cheap trolley system. The 
amount of money required to build such a 
trolley road is comparatively small. The 
raile are becoming very cheap; the ties or 
grading cost but little: the price of the coal 
used is only about $1.25. ton, and the wages 
paid the employés are much less than the 
pay received by similar employés in Chiea- 
go. So under this stimulus lines of street 
railways are springing up in the towns of 


a few thousand inhabitants and connecting 


with other villages; and they will multiply 
even more rapidly in the future than they 
ha ve in the past. The stock of these dif- 
ferent local companies is owned in part by the 
syndicates which built them, but to a large 
extent it ie held by a few capitalists in the 
cities and villages where the roads operate. 

The men who are running the fifty-year 
extension campaign in the Legislature in 
behalf of the Chicago corporations were 
aware of this corporate ownership of street 
yailway securities in the smaller places. 

The first thing Yerkes & Co. did after 
they had concocted their 50-year extension 
of charter bills was to send copies of them 
to all those country street railroad com- 
panies with explanatory circulars calling 
the attention of the officers to the benefit 
they would derive from the measures, and 
urging them to use all their influence with 
their State legislators to help get the bills 
into laws. Nearly every town of fair size 
has a State legislator living in it, or near 
by, who is an active member of the conimu- 
nity, and who therefore could be subject to 
many kinds of effective influence. The 
owners of the street railway stock in these 
places were quick to see the great advan- 
tages to them in the bills. They were 
sharp enough to realize that they would be 
great gainers at public expense by this leg - 
isla tion, and that it would add immensely 
to the value of their stock to have the fran- 
chises of the roads extended for 50 years 
and a full nickel a fare guaranteed to them. 
The roads were built in most instances by 
the sale of bonds, and then the stock was 
distributed as a sort of velvet.“ 

But the extension of the franchises and 
the assurance of a half century of flve-cent 
fares would give to the stock, which cost 
them little or nothing, a greatly enhanced 
value, especially in rapidly-growing cities 
and towns. 80 all these stockholders,. 
wherever they lived, from Cairo to Quincy, 

Danville, Aurora, and other 
cities, proceeded to bring to bear 
quietly all the influence at their command 
in behalf of these bills, and that influence, 
though unseen, has been a potent cause, 
with the assistance of the Chicago 
“ grease,” of the irresistible onward march 
of this legislation. This quiet but effective 
pressure on the country members has served 
thus far to resist and counteract the denun- 
ciations of the Chicago and country eiti- 
zens and the newspapers speaking for the 
mass of the people of the several communi- 
ties. The legislators have been told by 
these local owners of street railroad stock 


| to go ahead and support the Humphrey 


bills without fear; that the clamor of the 
public would die away and amount to 
nothing in a short time; that their votes 
for the bills would be helpful to themselves 


in various ways, boodle and other.

THE GRECIAN STRUGGLE. 

Thus far in the first four days of the war 
it must be admitted the Greeks have been 
overmatched by the Turks. After three 
days of stubborn fighting the Turks hold 
Milouna Pass, which is the key to Larissa, 
the Greek headquarters, and the Greeks 
have been beaten back. It is probable that 
the Turks will make a speedy advance from 
the mountains down into the plains of 
Thessaly, the richest portion of the Greek 
territory, and once there Athens will be at 
their mercy. 

Meanwhile the Greeks are not idle else- 
where, but thus far they do not seem to have 
achieved a signal victory. It is evident their 
success at Reveni, to the northwest of 
Larissa, was only temporary. The Turks 
have rallied and yesterday a big battle was 
reported in that locality, resulting in the 
capture of Tyrnavos, only ten miles from 
Larissa, by the Turks. At Arta the Turks 
have made an advance and at last accounts 
were bombarding the place. All along the 
Epirus frontier there is sharp fighting, and 
the force of Greeks which invaded that ter- 
ritory is reported to have been driven back. 
Meanwhile a Greek force is marching upon 
Damasi, which may find itself in a perilous 
position when the Turks descend into 
Thessaly, and another detachment of 
Greeks has been defeated at Gritzovali 
through an error made by its commander 
in carrying out his instructions. As the 
otitcome of the last three days’ fighting the 
Turks are masters of the whole mountain 
range on the Macedonian frontier and in- 
evitably will make a general advance t 
once into Thessaly, when, unless the un- 
foreseen happens, the Greeks will find 
themselves in sore straits and their country 
and cause in imminent danger. 

It must be conceded the fortunes of war 
are against the Greeks. No complaint can 
be made that they are not courageous and 
desperate fighters, but they are greatly out- 
numbered by an enemy which fights with 
equal courage and desperation. The 
plucky little kingdom has taken the field 
against fearful odds and if left to itself 
must inevitably succumb. ‘Will it be left 
to itself is the question now asked all over 
Christendom. Will Christian Europe stand 
by and look on indifferently at this contes¢ 
between Christianity and Moslemism, be- 
tween civilization and barbarism, between 
the Asiatic butchers and the European he- 
roes who have undertaken to do what all 
Europe apparently has been afraid to un- 
dertake? Will the Servians, Albanians, 
Epirians, and Macedonians remain un- 
moved in the midst of this inspiring spec- 
tacle? They are the natural allies of 
Greece. Will they remain quiet and see 
Greece overpowered. without making an 
effort to help it? Will not the powers even 
yet, when the affairs of Greece are at their 
worst, rise and prevent the further eonsoli- 
dation of the power of the Turkish Em- 
pire, as they did in 1876 when Russia and 
Great Britain came to the help of Servia, 
and as they did in the Greek war for inde- 
pendence, although at the outset they were 
hostile to its cause? Can they afford to 
allow ‘Turkey to overcome a weaker antag- 
onist, extend its power, and renew its policy 
of brutality and massacre? Are the Cab- 
inets of Europe stronger than the people? 
Is the whole Christian world to be shocked 
by a display of relentless, detestable inhu- 
manity? Upon the answer to this question 
apparently the future of Greece depends, 
Meanwhile the silence of the powers is om- 
mous. Any day England or Russia may 
Speak and at once the whole situation will 
be changed. But how long do they propose 
to allow this drama to goon? It is 
inconceivable that they can permit the un- 
speakable Turk to overrun Greece. The 
dispatch from London that communica- 
tions are now going on between the various 
foreign offices as to the best methods of 
compelling a cessation of hostilities has a 
hopeful look to it, but more ominous than al! 
is the mysterious silence of Russia. The 
Czar has no love to waste on Turkey. Will 
he use his enormous power at the critica] 
time for his own aggrandizement and settle 
the loug-vexed Eastern question? 


INDIANAPOLIS CHEAP FARE CASE. 

The history of the struggle between the 
people of Indianapolis and the Citizens’ 
Street railroad company of that city shows 
on the one hand what honest lawmakers 
can do for the people, and on the other what 
the people can do for themselves when they 
are united in resistance to a powerful cor- 
poration. Early in 1898 the City Council 
of Indianapolis, believing that the fran- 
chise of the above company expired on the 
first of the following January, offered the 
use of the streets to the highest bidder. 
The. franchise was awarded to the City 
railway company, but when the ist of 
January came the Citizens’ company re- 
sisted suit for ejectment on the ground that 
the franchise was perpetual, and obtained a 
decision favorable to the extension of its 
franchise to 1901 at least. 8 2 

Then a bill was introduced in the Legis- 
lature declaring that the franchise should 
expire at the above date. It was fought by | 
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This ie no 
to the people of Chicago. What right has 
any Representative to vote todeprive the city 
authorities of Chicago of control over the 
use of our own streets for fifty years or any 
other period of time? No present street 
railway charter in Ohicago expires for six 
years, Two more General Assemblies will 
be elected and finish their terms before any 
pf those charters expire. Why is Mr. Lamb 
in such a hurry to anticipate future action 
of the Council? His constituents have not 
asked it of him. What right has this Leg- 
jslature to take from all the cities of Illi- 
nois the control of their stréet railways and 
hand it over to three State Commissioners? 
Is not this usurpation of the city’s rights? 
Is it not wrong to guarantee these roads the 
privilege of charging the people of Chicago 
five cents a ride for the next fifty years? 

The cost of operating roads by electricity 
is cheapening all the time in proportion as 
Jabor saving invention progresses. Long be- 
fore the end of fifty years the expense will 
be less than half what it is now, but the 
charge for rides will continue to be the same 
to the people. Is that right from any point 
of view? Mr. Lamb’s constituents say no. 
Most decidedly not. 

But he says he will offer an amendment 
increasing the compensation to the city 7 
per cent for the first fifteen years, 9 per cent 
for a like period, and 12 per cent for the re- 
mainder of the fifty years. He then adds: 
“That would return Chicago 60 millions 
in fifty years.” But how much would the 
remainder of the nickels—the other 93 
cents, 91 cents, and 88 cents on the dollar— 
yield Yerkes & Co.? If he figures it out he 
will find it yields them between 600 and 700 
millions of dollars, more than half of which 
would be clear profit. Their dividends on 
actual capital invested would average more 
than 20 per cent a year for the first fifteen 
and a great deal higher dividends for the 
remaining thirty-five years. Is that an 
equitable division of the profits with the 
city? 

The companies put tracks in the streets, 
and cars on the tracks, and run them by 
the “cheapest power science can devise; 
while the City of Chicago puts in 600 to 
1,000 miles of its streets which the com- 
panies desire to occupy, use, and incumber 
for fifty years. If this use of the streets 
were sold on sealed proposals there are 
thousands of heavy, clear-headed capital- 
ists who would give the City of Chicago 
one-third of the gross receipts from five- 
cent fares, which is 33 1-3 per cent. But 
Mr. Lamb proposes to let the companies 
go on charging people of Chicago five cents 
a ride for the next decade and a half, or 
fifteen years, for seven cents on the dollar 
exacted from the people of Chicago. Does 
he really think that is a fair divide? And 
that the city shall get only 7, while the com- 
panies get 93 cents out of each dollar? If 
he does, then he is a poor, silly lamb, shorn 
of good sense, and not mentally competent 
to act as an agent of the people of his dis- 
trict in a legislative capacity in matters 
where their interests are involved. 

Seven per cent is only about one-four- 
teenth of a dollar; or a third of on® cent on 
each five cents of fare, whereas the vom- 
panies can easily afford to pay one cent 
out of each fare, and less than that never 
will satisfy them. The reason why the 
companies are so anxious to pass the Hum- 
phrey boodle bills is to avoid having to pay 
an equitable compensation for the renewal 
of their present charters when they termi- 
nate at the end of 20 years from the time 
they were granted by the authorities of 
Chicago. That is why they are resorting 
to such corrupt and desperate measures to 
override and nullify home rule, and secure 
& monopoly of all our streets they want for 
fifty years to come, with the right to charge 
the exorbitant fare of five cents for every 
ride on their cars, though the service may 
not cost them more than one cent a ride, 
and not to exceed two cents. They want 
to milk the cream from this Chicago cow 
for a half a century and give back to the 
city a little cup of skim milk to the gallon 
of cream they take for themselves, If Mr. 
Lamb is wise the proper thing for him to 
do is to vote to strike out the enacting 
clause of those rascally bills. 


THE TEMPERANCE CART BEFORE THE 
HORSE. 

On Monday, the 12th inet., the Chicago 
Presbytery declined to put itself on record 
as a supporter of prohibition by rejecting 
the following resolution, presented by Elder 
Wells of Lake Forest, Chairman of the Pro- 
hibition committee: 

That a concerted and united ballot on the part 
of the church is one of the great resources of the 
church for the overthrow of the saloon, and the de- 
liverances of the General Assembly hold the mem- 


bers responsible for the ballot that legalizes the 
saloon. 


At the same meeting an effort to substi- 
tute for this resolution the strong languege 
of the General Assembly was also rejected. 
At the meeting on Monday last, however, 
the presbytery reversed its action of last 
week by declaring that it had not been cor- 
rectly stated, and that the presbytery is in 
sympathy with the mn of the General 
Assembly.

Why cannot he see that 
the majority of people desire to get their 
stimulant at the saloons, and as the ma- 
jority have the ballot, that they would not 
be closed, at least in the cities, where there 
is a majority determined to get their liquor 
at saloons, as has been demonstrated by the 
votes cast under local option laws and by 
the fact that most communities, notwith- 
standing the efforts of the Herrick Johnson 
class of people, persist in licensing saloons 
to sell liquor. What, then, is to be gained 
by flying in the face of the facts, or what 
is the use of getting up political parties to 
do something which they cannot do? The 
first thing to do is to remove or cure the ap- 
petite for liquor, which is responsible for 
the existence of the saloon. But that can- 
not be accomplished by “the strong arm 
of the law,” by party action. No human 
law ever yet changed human nature. 


OFFICES FOR THE MAYOR. 

The new Corporation Counsel hag given. an 
opinion, which was printed in yesterday's 
Tripune, to the effect that certain heads 
of bureaus, such as the Superintendents of 
Streets, Water, Sewerage, etc., the heads of 
the subdepartments of the Health Depart- 
ment, and the Police Inspectors and Cap- 
tains—forty-eight in all—do not form part 
of the classified civil service, and may be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor. 

His predecessor held the contrary and the 
Civil Service Commission has acted thus 
far on his opinion. The language of the 


on the whole that put on it by Corporation 
Counsel Thornton seems to be the best and 
should be accepted by the commission for 
several reasons. 

Offices like the Commissioner of Build- 
ings, the Deputy Commissioner of Public 
Works, and the Superintendent of Water 
are on a small ecale what the assistant sec- 
retaries and heads of bureaus of the Treas- 
ury and other departments are on a large 
scale. It has been deemed best to have such 
officers who have close relations with the 
Secretaries and the President to be appoint- 
ed by the latter. 

It will be wiser to let the Mayor appoint 
the men he prefers to fill the places covered 
by the Corporation Counsel’s opinion. Then 
if any of them do their work badly he, and 
he alone, will be held responsible. This con- 
cession, too, if it may be called such, will 
make the Mayor all the more willing to 
stand by the civil service law as regards 
the six or eight thousand minor offices cov- 
ered by it. 

When he feels the law does not take from 
him any of his rights he will uphold it 
against the spoilsmen, and thus free himself 
and the heads of departments from that 
labor and vexation of spirit the spoils sys- 
tem entails. 

The Commissioners will act wisely if they 
accept the construction put on the law by 
the new Corporation Counsel. The law will 
not be weakened. The effect will be to 
strengthen it.

Colony ” Throws Valuable Light on 
an Early Colenial Period. 

NDER the title, 

** The Crowd (Mac- 

millan), Gustave Le 

has made “a 

study of the popular 

mind,“ in which he 


The author uses the word é¢rowd to in- 
dicate all gatherings of people collected for 
a particular purpose. He also extends his 
definition to include sects or parties animat- 
ed by the same ideas, even though its mem- 
bers remain scattered throughout the coun- 
try. But the book is almost wholly taken up 
with the attempt to deduce from the actions 
of juries, legislative assemblies, mobs, and 
the like, those psychological laws that gov- 
ern them. 

Whether oné agrees with the author’s 
opinions or not, the book is remarkably in- 
teresting. As in all the current attempts 
to survey and plat the wide and unsettled 
domain of sociology, the boundaries here 
laid down cannot be accepted as either final 
or altogether satisfactory. But M. Le Bon's 
discussions of the progress of ideas and his 
analysis of the hereditary influences that 
differentiate the crowds of different na- 
tionalities cannot fail to be of real value 
both to the student and to the practicai 
politician. 

We find no difficulty in agreeing with him 
when he asserts that a crowd is moved but 
little by reason or logical deduction—that it 
wants objective language images, emphat 
and repeated assertion, with promises, 
matter how extravagant. But when he goes 
on to say that the crowd, ewing to its sus- 
ceptibility to suggestion and hypnotism, ia 
the poorest kind of observer, M. Le Bon 
reaches conclusions that are rather too ex- 
treme. 

“To say that a fact has been verified by 
thousands of witnesses is to Say, as a rule, 
that the real fact is very different from the 
accepted account of it.” In this statement 
the author is Already beyond his depth, and 
in what follows he is hopelessly off his feet: 
“Hence works of history must be consid- 
ered as works of pure imagination. They 
are fanciful accounts of ill-observed facts, 
accompanied by explanations which are the 
result of reflection. To write such books 
is a waste of time.“ 

The reader is tempted to retort that the 
writing of such nonsense is also a waste of 


sie 


time. Certainly the author has not pro- 


duced a well balanced or consistent work. 
His style, too, is dictatorial, and egotiem dis- 
figures every page. Yet, despite all these 
defects, it would be unjust to deny that the 
book has both value and interest for the 
studem, the lawyer, and the statesman. 
And perhaps it may stimulate others to « 
closer study of the subject.

“ The Bay Colony (Estes & Lauriat), by 
William Dummer Northend, is a civil, re 
ligious, and social history of the Massa- 
chusetts Colony and its settlements, from 
1624 to 1650. 

The charter of the Massachusetts Bay Col- 
ony was the first frum Which was ommted 
the clause requirfng that the government of 
the colony should remain in England. That 
deviation from the old scheme of keeping col- 
onies under the rule of English commercial 
companies marked a vital change. The in- 
novation was imitated in the charters of 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, and Maryland. 
The period treated by Mr. Northend in “ The 
Bay Colony is of the greatest importance, 
for in those years this pioneer group of col- 
onists was working out the fundamental 
problem of self-government and stamping 
upon its solution the Stern religious charac- 
ter of the race that was destined to rule the 
New World. 

Our more extended histories naturally pass 
over this formative period rather hastily. 
Mr. Northend’s book supplies the details of 
this part of the picture. Drawing his ma- 
‘terials from original sources, and making 
use of a clear and simple narrative style, the 
author easily holds the reader's attenlion 
and impresses his mental images distincily 
upon the remembrance. 

A curious foretaste of the revolution comes 
within this period of Massachusetts history. 
In 1634 word came that the Privy Council hed 
declared the Massachusetts patent to be void, 
and that the King was about to send over 
a General Governor for the Territory. The 
information caused the greatest alarm. A 
session of the General Court was called, and 
immediate measures taken to repel in- 
vasion. 

“It is very evident,” saye the author, 
“that the colonists were deterniined, as a 
last resort, to defend their lawful possessions 
dy foree. Perhaps it was in their minds that 
the show of a power of resistance might tend 
to discourage the King, who well knew that 
the sympathies of a large portion of the Fin- 
glish people were with the colonists. But 
whether this was 80 or not it is plain that 
the colonists were determined not to yield 
without a struggie, and that the whole power 
of the colony must be broken before a ship 
with a General Governor on board could en- 
ter either of its harbors.” 

In addition to the political and religious as- 
pects of life among the coloniste Mr. North- 
end has given us a clear and homely picture 
of their social life. How they ataused them- 
selves he does not state, but that is hardly 
surprising, since in the vocabulary of the 

colonist of that day there was 
amusement.
